'What would bo nvronir with dofinjhff 
peaco as Q permanent ChHstmas spirit' 
alt over the world? Tolcranco . and un- 
— dcrstandinff, harmony of human rela- 
r^iona, all are capecialw prevalent as the' 
Christian world obsfffvcs the anniversary 
f-"-^'.'of tho birth of Jesua Christ, and those 
wo the same virtues that aro imbedded 
deeply in peace. So before tho world can 
have ita. "permanent Christmas" tho 
peoples of the world obviously must find 
tolerance, understanding and harmony. 

It's a lar^ order. The Chfistinn world 
enjoys totfiy" a remarkable- d^trrce-rof 
religious fia?dom, but such jyas . not 
always the case. Jfahy persecutions of 
the past have had their . origin in re- 
ligious prejudice. Indeed, tho first set- 
tlers of this nation had been persecuted 
to fluch an extent that they risked a voy- 
age of extreme peril to win the prize of 
freedom of worshtp.

If it is so difficult to live 
up to one of the cornerstones upon which 
this nation of tho free was founded, what 
chance is there for religious freedom on. 
a world basis? - 

Tolerance, understanding and har- 
mony. Are- they present in ■ the Deep 
South even on Christmas day 7 Are they 

present in Berlin, southeast Asia, the 

Congo or in India, which served as some- 
thing of a world conscience untlljinly tho^ 
other day? In tho absence of the fouliaa- 
tions of peace, there ia discord, distrust 
and fear, which serve as the basis of 
"War to one degree or another. 
, Anyone wlio contends the world la at 
■ peace today also must admit It's a peace 
oascd on fear — fear of what could, hap- 
pen durinff retaliation against an act of 
\7ar. True, lasting peace can bo founded 
only on such principles as tolerance, un- 
deratai^dinff and harmony. 

Examine carefully the peace In your 
own personal life or In your community. 
- If the Christian prii^ciples are present, 

then-you-may-claim-you-are-at-pcflCD. 

But many will discover traces — or more- 
■^f discord, distrust and fear, signs of 
a personal war. Compare tho size of the 
personal- problem with the size of the 
world 'proDlom.-Then consider the vast 
complicationB of atheism which denies 
the existence of a Supreme Being. That 
■ leads directly to the question of •whether 
there can ever bo true peac% on earth 
BO long as religion is rejected by large 
BCgments of the world's population. 
' Peace on earth, the popular slogan 
during the observance of the birth of 
Christ, inescapably is part and -parcel 
of the One Who was born In the manger, 
tho Prince of Peace, '
